One of the most extensive dis- 
plays of pecans and pecan culture 
ever collected is being shown at the 
exhibit through the courtesy and 
co-operation of the state depart- 
ment of agriculture, with F. J.

Sixty-four varieties of pecans are 
shown with a brief history of the 
development and adaptability or 
th. species for certain sections of 
the state.
